NSL pulls out its players;

The NSL dropped a bombshell 
yesterday (Tuesday) when it in- 
formed acting ASF president Ian Bru- 
sasco that it was withdrawing all of its 
players from the Socceroo ‘‘A” and 
**B”’ squads to play against Juventus 
of Turin, Manchester United, Iraklis, 
Glasgow Rangers and Nottingham 
Forest in a big international series 
ae to kick off in Sydney this Satur- 

ay. 


NSL clubs met in Sydney and Melbourne last Monday night 
and decided to make this landmark move. Only St George Bud- 
apest resisted. 

“We restructured the league for ASF Marketing, we agreed to this 
international series and to the formation of two national squads even 
though we weren't happy about it, all on the understanding that we 
would get $240,000 of sponsorship money from West Nally through 
ASF Marketing,” said NSL president Sam Papasavas. 


“But last week we found out that thera was no guarantee that we 
would get the money. = 


“Then we found out that our Nationa! Cup games would be competing 
with telecasts of this internaty:71a! series, so we decided to act. 

“We advised our players on Monday and Tuesday of this-week that 
they were not to turn up to Socceroo training in Sydney and Melbourne. 
If they turn up they will be breaking their club contracts.” 


However, not all NSL players were informed of the move yesterday 
(Tuesday). Most of the “A” squad attended training in Sydney, while just 
14 of the “B’ squad players arrived at the team’s Melbourne headquar- 
ters, the Parkroyal Motel. 

“We want a written guarantee that the $240,000 will be paid. We 
want $100,000 paid by June 1 and the rest of the money paid by the ~ 
end of this year,” said Papasavas. 

"These international games are being played solely to make profit out 
of the pockets of the Australian soccer public and the NSL isn't being 
taken into consideration. We've acted. Now it’s up to them to use other 
players if they want but if they use our players it will be because they've 
met our conditions. 

It Is understood that when the NSL originally threatened to pull its 
players out of the national squads, ASF president Sir Arthur George, at 
present overseas, threatened to call an ASF meeting to expel the NSL’s 
leadership, a move which would have fed to the NSL disbanding. 

However, the NSLis an incorporated body and only can be disbanded 
if the body itself makes such a decision. 

According to Papasavas, If the ASF outlawed the NSL, the NSL would 
continue to operate. 

Pater Sheean, of ASF Marketing, seemed unperturbed about the 
NSL's bold move. 

“The ASF is dealing with the matter and | believe that the players will 
take the field for Australia,” he said. 

“If not, I'll reschedule all the games to that the touring teams are 
playing against each other. Anyway, I've got another three overseas 
clubs on stand-by and some of their players are even bigger names than 
the ones already coming here, We'll make more money that way and 
only the NSL will suffer. 

“The ASF has a contractual commitment to this international series 
and in no way will this situation be resolved by blackmail.” 

it is rumored that one of the overseas teams on stand-by is the mighty 
Italian First Division club AS Roma. 

Sheean had firm views on the dispute over the $240,000 sponsor- 
ship money claimed to be owed to the NSL by Papasavas. 

“They (the NSL) can claim whatever they want to but there is no 
contractual agreement between ASF Marketing and the NSL. The NSL 
didn't accept the conditions of the sponsorship contract so it was dis- 
solved. | was in the process of renegotiating with the NSL but they broke 
from a position of nagotiation to one of threat. It's just blackmail. They're 
sticking us up on the highway with a gun in their hand. 

“The problem Hes with the ASF and NSL, not with ASF Marketing. If 


the ASF isn’t able to meet its contractual obligations, then that’s thair | 


problem. Whatever happens, there's no way that the soccer public is 
going to suffer.” 

If the impasse continues, Papasavas said that the NSL would resche- 
dule its league games and rather than go into limbo during the «mter- 
national series, would play NSL matches on weekends as well as contin- 
uing with the National Cup. He was adamant that the NSL would con- 
tinue to enforce the ban It has placed on its players playing for Australia. 

But what if the players rebel? 

“Then we've got a problem,” said Papasavas.

Juventus of Turin comes to Australia as the 
winner of the 1984 European Cup Winners’ 
Cup. 


The Italians play their first game in Australia, against Manchester 
United at the Sydney Cricket Ground on Wednesday, June 6. 


They won the Cup Winners’ Cup by beating Porto of Portugal 2-1 in 
the finat in Basel last week, with goals by Beniamino Vignola and Zbig- 
niew Boniak. 


Juventus will play a three-match series against Australia A (see 
programme, page 7} but first, the international season opens with 
Australia v Manchester United at the SCG on Saturday and Aust- 
ralia B v Glasgow Rangers at the MCG on Sunday. 


Without detracting from the other tourists, Juventus undoubtedly will 
be the top drawcard. The reason is that it has men like these: 


STEFANO TACCONI: Signed from Avellino to replace the legen- 
dary Dino Zoff, he kept clean sheets in each of his first four games. Has 
subsequently established himself among the Italian League's most con- 
sistent goalkeepers. 

CLAUDIO GENTILE: A rugged, much-capped right back who was 
born in Libya; hence the nickname “Gadaffi”. He joined Juve from 
Varese in 1973. Positioning, concentration and strength of tackle mark 
him as one of the world’s best defenders. 

ANTONIO CABRINI: Long established as an Integral part of both 
Juventus and Italy's back four, he joined the Zebras from Atlanta in 1976 
and made his international debut two years later. The only player to miss 
@ penalty in a World Cup final. 

MASSIMO BONINI:A native of the tiny republic of San Marino, he 
had made 9 appearances for Italy’s under 21 team before UEFA decreed 
him not eligible for “Azzurri. Now a naturalised Italian citizen, the ex- 
citing midfielder seems assured of a fine future. 

SERGIO BRIO: A consistent stopper, who is particularly strong in 
the air, he has yet to win an international cap. Joined Juventus from 
Lecce in 1974, then wentereloan to Pistoiese and helped them gain 
promotion from Serie C. 

GAETANO SCIREA: One of the world’s Yep sweepers, he was 
Italy's 1981 Footballer@fthe Year. Initially an inside forward, but con- 
verted to defender after moving from Atlanta to Juve in 1974. 

CLAUDIO PRANDELLI: Another recruit from Atlanta (in 1979), 
though Cremonese was his original club. A midfielder who has yet to 
establish himself in Juve's star-studded line-up. 

MARCO TARDELLI: ‘Man of the Match” in the 1982 World Cup 
final, he was known for much of his career as a “hard man”, having 
accumulated an appalling disciplinary record, but now widely acknow- 
ledged as a player of outstanding ability. Usually plays in midfield, but 
equally at home in a full back role. 

PAULO ROSSI: Brilliant, but enigmatic, striker who earned per- 
manent place in soccer history with heroic performances during World 
Cup of 1982, the year he was Europe's Footballer of the Year. 

ZBIGNIEW BONIEK: Ha has been overshadowed somewhat by 
Michel Platini since the two joined Juventus in 1982, but is undoubtably 
a player of immense ability. Probably the best player produced by Po- 
land, his original club was Widzew Lodz. 

DOMENICO PENZO: Signed from Verona last year, despite ap- 
proaching the veteran stage. He previously served Romulea, Roma, Bari 
and Brescia. A hard-working striker. 

BENIAMINO VIGNOLA: Signed from Avellion last year, but this 
utility player has had few opportunities in Juve’s first team. 

GIOVANNI TRAPATTONI (MANAGER): Won 17 caps for Italy 
as a left half and also was a member of AC Milan teams which won two 
European Champions Cups and the Cup Winners’ Cup. After two years 
as Milan's chief coach he moved to .Juventus in 1976 and must be 
regarded as a prominent figure during one of their most successful eras.

Claude Lucchesi hadn’t 
scored before this match. 
Now he’s Makedonia’s top 
scorer of 1984 so far. 

Almost everything he touch- 
ed turned into a goal. Not only 
did he score four himself, but 
he also provided the pass from 
which Graham Heys notched 
Makedonia’s fifth. National 
coach Frank Arok, who had 
dropped Lucchest from the 
National squad, watched him 
on TV and declared: ““He was 
like some Brazilian.” 

Gary Cole missed at least 
five; Con Opasinis had one dis- 
allowed over offside; goalkee- 
per Gary Sproul saved from 
Zarko Odzakov and Lucchesi; 
Mousoulis cleared one from 
Lucchesi off the goal line; 
Heys, facing an open goal, shot 
too high; Sproul saved again 
from Lucchesi, and Odzakov 
failed to release the ball when 
Lucchesi was in the middle, 
unmarked, begging for it. 

At the other end, Tim Brown 
hit the post, and West Adelaide 
managed a few other close 
things, so the score easily 
could have been about 15-2. 

Last time these teams met 
— on a waterlogged Connor 
Reserve pitch in the second- 
last round of 1983 — Make- 
donia won 3-0, with a hat-trick 
by Peter Ollerton. 

West Adelaide Hellas’s form. 
this year suggested there had 
been a marked improvement, 
but not so on this performance. 

Lucchesi and Cole had as 
much room as they wanted in 
the middle, which was an in- 
dictment of Hellas’s centre- 
backs Neil McGachey and 
Graham Honeyman, AJthough 
both are highly talented and 
eminently experienced, they 
stopped virtually nothing. 

I believe it was a mistake to 
take off big Chris Manou 
during the second half. If noth- 
ing else, at least he provided a 
powerful presence in the 
middle, and while he was on 
the field, Honeyman and 
McGachey had cover in front 
of them. 

But with Honeyman moving 
forward to help build attacks, 
and none of the remaMing 
midfielders capable of playing 
defensively, Hellas was ripe 
for the picking. 

And make no mistake — the 
bones~ of the Hellas players 
were picked clean during the 
one-way traffic of the second 
half. It was as if a swarm of 
vultures were hovering over 
the Hellas defence, eager for a 
big feed. 

When Ian McGregor was 
switched from left back to the 
left wing, and Hellas relied 
mainly on the offside trap as it 
pushed forward, hoping for a 
few goals, Makedonia did vir- 
tually as it liked. But by then,

Had Cole not missed so 
many, the result would have 
been the most embarrassing in 
NSL history. 

But Hellas had at least one 
good player — George Kon- 
standopoulos — who scored his 
seventh goal of the season.

Or was in 1968...? | am below average with 
dates and even results — unless they stand out for 
some reason. 

Even old line-ups escape me. But | have no diffi- 
culty recalling some of tha greats who had graced 
touring teams to Australia since 1950. 

Remarkably enough, it's not always the most 
famous and most celebrated stars who shine on 
these off-season tours. 

Going back over the years 9— more years than 
you care to go back on — some giants step out of 
the past: Matthews, Law, Yachin, Pele, Albert, 
Neeskens, Beckenbauer, 

They all appeared in Australia and, in Sydney 
anyway, failed to cause all the predicted and ex- 
pected excitement. 

If | cast my mind back on some 30 years or more 
of international soccer, it’s some other names that |

Their continued success, 
plus the fact there are more 
Protestants than Catholics in 
Scotland, combine to make 
Rangers that country’s most 
popular club and they par- 
ticipated in four matches 
which broke British attend- 
ance records — a game other 
than international or cup 
final (143,570 vy Hibernian, 
Scottish Cup semi final, 
1948), league game (118,567 v 
Celtic, 1939), Scottish 
League Cup game (107,647 v 
Celtic, 1965) and friendly fix- 
tore (104,493 v Eintracht 
Frankfurt, 1961). 

Unfortunately, a lunatic 
fringe of their supporters 
has constantly sullied the 
Light Blues’ name. 

In Europe it is the Cup 
Winners’ Cup which has pro- 
vided most success for 
Rangers. Defeated in the 
very first final by Fiorentina 
(1961) and by Bayern Munich 
at the same stage six years 
Jater, Rangers made it third 
time lucky when beating 
Moscow Dynamo in Barce- 
Jona to win the trophy in 
1972. 

Rangers however have 
made little impact in the 
Champions’ Cup — silver- 
ware which has already 
graced the Celtic board- 
room.
